Ev en 
so the generaU are no t happy.

The reaso n fo r it is rising co |t o f liv ing, 
expected to go still higher because o f a 
reco rd 3-billio n-yen budget, I’equiriiig still 
heav ier taxatio n o f a peo ple who hav e 
alreafly made tremendo us sacrifices fo r 
the sake o f eco no mic and inilitary im- 
imperialism. 
It is eno ugh to make the jingo es fran­ 
tic. 
They can no lo nger bo o st the budget 
and brutally lell civ ilian finance minis­ 
ters, “ Getting the mo ney is yo ur pro blem, 
no t o urs.” 
They no w hav e to assume the 
respo nsibility. 
They are stro ng eno ugh 
to impo se new taxes, hut they kno w there 
are limits ev en to 
the 
patrio tism and 
do cility o f the J apanese masses. 
They 
wo uld like to natio nalize the pro perties 
o f the hated iiidustrialists, hut ai'e afraid 
it miglit j)reci])itate internal tro uble at a 
critical perio d in internatio nal relatio ns. 
What they are up against is the fact 
that J apan canno t affo rd a defense estab­ 
lishment such as Russia and so me o f the 
Occidental 
natio ns can 
finance. 
Their 
military and 
nav al 
appro priatio ns 
this 
year are taking 46.6 ])er cent o f a natio n­ 
al budget that is expected to raise by 30 
per cent ])rices in a natio n at the edge 
o f want. 
Rut these expenditures are no t 
sufficient to keep J apan at the fc-refro nt 
o f preparedness. 
Wo rst o f all, this co nditio n has arriv ed 
when Russia is increasing her war fo rces 
markedly and all China seems to he unit­ 
ing under Chiang Kail-shek. Ev ery mo nth 
that passes strengthens Mo sr-o w and Nan­ 
king and weakens To kyo . 
Ev ery mo nth 
makes bo th China and Russia less likely 
to to lerate further J apanese aggressio n 
and less subject to easy defeat. 
On the 
o ther hand, a 
natio n with a 
po pulatio n o f 70 
millio ns that are increas­ 
ing at a rate o f a millio n 
a year o n half 
as much arable land as Califo rnia po ssess­ 
es must do so mething. Manchuria did no t 
so lv e the pro blem. 
Ev en if there were 
no burdenso me taxes, J apan canno t co n­ 
tinue with her present reso urces 
and 
po pulatio n 
increase 
witho ut 
gro wing 
hardships that will lead to reco liitio n. 
It is a serio us pro blem. 
And it is a 
pro blem that affects o ther natio ns, since 
it mav lead the fanatical rulers o f J apan 
into a war o f desperatio n.
